The glittering public consisto­ 
ry in St. P e te r's Basilica was 
attended by thousands, includ­ 
ing presidents of African states, 
P rim e M inister Sean Leinassof 
Ireland and 36 other cardinals. 
But the cerem ony was drasti­ 
cally 
revised, 
reflecting the 
current m odernization of the 
Church. 
Today's cerem ony took the 
place of three separate con­ 
sisto ries previously held for 
new cardinals. For the first 
tim e, it opened with a Mass 
celebrated jointly by the Pope 
and the 26 new cardinals. This 
was to em phasize the spiritual 
aspects of the ritual, in line 
with decrees of the Vatican 
Ecum enical Council.

The last 15 years have given us a wonderful 
example of how competition works between 
giant industries. 
During World War II - - as during all big wars 
- - competition was more or less taking a holi­ 
day because of the great demand for almost 
everything. 
Riding high, in a seemingly invulnerable posi­ 
tion, was the coal industry which could sell 
every ton produced (even coal that was not 
much good) at an average of $4.16 at the mine, 
almost double pre - war prices. 
Coal users, particularly the steam railroads, 


and the home owner, were unhappy but helpless 
— for the time. 
But by 1945 competition was back in high gear. 
In the railroad field, the newly developed Diesel 
locomotives offered an escape from steam 
locomotives that burned almost 100 tons of coal 
every 24 hour day. Between 1945 and 1960 the 
use of coal by railroads almost vanished. 
Belief also came to home owners through 
the newly - built oil and gas pipelines, made 
profitable by the high price of coal. The war 
had brought them a choice of coal, gas, and 
oil. During the 15 years mentioned above, the 
use of coal in home heating dropped about 75%. 
Even the generating plants of the electric 
utilities (coal’s best market) were equipped 
to change over to gas or oil, thus posing an­ 
other competitive threat to coal. 
Then came the next step in this competitive 
battle: the coal industry -- with the coopera­ 
ron of John L. Lewis, president of the miners* 
inion — revolutionized its production through 
improved automatic tools. This meant higher 
nvestment and fewer but better jobs. 
Since 1947 coal production per worker has in- 
reased from 6 1/2 tons a day to about 16 
:>ns. During this time the number of miners 
ropped 
from about 420,000 to about 120,000, 
production costs kept falling, and basic wages 
rose 72%. Miners no longer dig coal; they run 
piachines. 
jCoal was ‘‘back in business** except for one 
thing: most of the savings in production costs 
vere being eaten up in higher freight charges, 
But the railroads, too, had competition.

As of now, 
the co-ops are directly and in­ 
directly subsidized by the tax­ 
payer. They are totally free of 
the federal income tax. And they 
borrow money from the Trea­ 
sury aj about half the rate the 
Treasury must pay to borrow 
long-term money it supplies 
them. 
The REA program adds up to 
big business nowadays. It's time 
it was made to stand on its 
own feet, pay the going rate 
for borrowed money, and t>e on 
the same tax basis as compar­ 
able private enterprise.

cialist leader, Eugene Victor 
Debs. 
The 
house 
in Terre 
Haute, 
Ind.,

Editorials under his signa. 
ture in the Teamster's union 
magazine 
constantly 
bristle 
with class slogans. 
As he whirls leftward, he has 
1 become the positive darling o f 
such hypermilitant politicalized 
unions as Harry Bridges West 
Coast longshoremen. They call 
him 
their martyr. They run 
regular civil liberties rallies in 
his defense. 
He is in regular communica­ 
tion witii these unionists and 
there 
is 
persistent 
talk of 
launching a new labor federa­ 
tion of more than two million 
workers to challenge the AFL-

Let no one think this could 
not happen shortly. Hoffa con­ 
stantly is testing the strength 
it the older federation with a 
series of raids on AFL-CIO 
jurisdiction.

Dramatic Chapter of State History

Hut there is m ore than meets 
the eye in this old courthouse 
m ore than beauty alone, it is a 
symbol dear to the h earts of the 
natives m one of the most in. 
teres!lug a re a s of M issouri__ 
the Mark Twain country along 
Hu* M issouri rivei near Hanni­ 
bal. Ralls County is even m ore. 
It re p resen ts Missouri since the 
days of the Spanish and French 
e x p lo re rs and the Fnglish who 
cam e later. 
The federal government made 
a survey of the area in 1H18, 
and one mem ber of the party, an 
English engineer, founded the 
village of New London in 1819 
two y ears before M issouri be­ 
cam e a state. Not long a fte r­ 
w a rd s it became the county seat 
a s it is today. 
Halls County cam e into being 
officially as the direct result of 
olu‘ 
°f 
M issou ri's 
most 
dram atic 
political 
incidents. 
The first General A ssem bly of 
M issouri was only fourteen days 
old when it undertook the elec­ 
tion of M issouri's first United 
S tates senators on O ctober 2, 
1820. 
David 
Barton 
was 
virtually assu red of elect ion and 
he helped obtain votes for Thom­ 
a s 
Hart 
Benton, 
one of six 
candidates. Barton received 34 
of the f>2 votes. 
TOUGH GOING FOR BENTON 
Benton had tough going. He 
w as *i strong figure, but never­ 
t h e le s s 
unpopular with many 
M issourians, partly because he 
had killed C harles L ucas, the 
son of one of the six candidates, 
in a duel. On the day before 
the election, 
Benton's friends 
cam paigned vigorously against 
g reat odds. It seem ed virtually 
im possible to get twenty-seven 
votes for Benton, the sm allest 


number that would give him a 
hare majority and election. 
I he populai Barton was asked 
to state his choice, that strategy 
being expected to tip the scales. 
But 
Benton 
still needed two 
votes, 1* t ench friends of Marie 
Philip Leduc of St. Louis talked 
h> him all night, and, although 
Leduc 
is said to have hated 
Benton, 
he finally pieged ills 
vote for him. One vote was still 
needed, 
Daniel Ralls, who lived near 
New London, then a representa­ 
tive of Pike County, was des­ 
perately ill and had been unable 
to attend assem b ly sessions. 
But he favored 
Barton 
and 
Benton and, hearing of the c ir­ 
cum stances, insisted that he be 
taken to the session where votes 
w ere cast o rally. Four Negro 
men c a rried R alls to the meet­ 
ing. A new spaper account at 
the time says he told them in 
emphatic 
tones, “ If I should 
faint m the house, endeavor to 
recover ine th ere , and by no 
means 
take me out before I 
have given my vote." 
Benton 
was 
nominated by 
Je sse B. Boone, a son of Daniel 
Boone. R alls 
cast his 
vote, 
along with Leduc, and Benton 
won with twenty-seven votes, 
the minimum required. 
COUNTY NAMED FOR RALLS 
It was the last official act of 
R alls. He never recovered from 
his illness o r attended another 
assem bly sessio n . 
He died on 
October 30, 1820, at Benton's 
home in St. Louis. On Novem­ 
ber 1G, 1820, w rite s Floyd C. 
Shoemaker 
in 
his "M isso u ri 
Day by Day,” a bill was ap­ 
proved 
crea tin g the County 
of Ralls from the County of 
Pike in honor of Daniel Ralls. 
Benton went 
to Washington 
and becam e the first 30-year 
senator in A m erican history, 
a powerful figure who served 
with distinction along with such 
contem poraries 
as 
Calhoun, 
Clay and W ebster. He was in 
the forefront in all issu es of his 
tim es. At least nine counties 
in the United States a re named 
for him. 
The new 
R alls County ex­ 


tended to the Iowa line and New 
London became the virtual capi­ 
tal 
of 
Northeast 
M issouri. 
Eventually, nine other counties 
and p a rts of four oth ers w ere 
form ed from the original R alls, 
which 
assum ed 
its 
present 
boundaries in 183G. 
The first courthouse, a log 
building erected in 1822, still 
stands on its original site a s a 
p art of a rem odeled dwelling. 
A brick stru c tu re, built in 1835, 
serv ed the county for twenty- 
th re e y ears and was torn down 
to make way for the p rese n t 
building in 18;'»8. Two wings, 
conforming 
to 
the 
original 
a rc h ite c tu re , 
w ere 
added in 
193G. 


OLD WALLS 
STILL UNTARNISHED 
The building 
is 
of 
native 
stone, quarried near the site and 
fitted and cut 
by hand. The 
tim eless arch ite ctu re and age of 
the 
building a re enhanced in 
beauty by the fact that it re ­ 
m ains untarnished. Being in a 
r u ra l a re a , free of industrial 
sm oke, the old wails have re ­ 
tained their youthful color. 
The facade of four Tuscan 
colum ns supporting a pediment 
and surm ounted by an octago­ 
nal 
cupola, 
was 
reproduced 
on the M issouri buildings at both 
the New York and San F ra n ­ 
cisco world fa irs in 1939, and 
h as been used in other p re s e n ­ 
tations 
of 
M issouri 
scenes. 
L arge 
firepla ces, 
attractive 
sta irw ay s, and hand-hewn wood­ 
work a r e 
interesting in terio r 
fe a tu re s. 
Hulls County also p re se n ts a 
m icro cosm of the great diver­ 
sification for which M issouri is 
known, a s well as much of its 
h isto ry . It is said to have the 
g rea te st variety of soils in the 
state. One may see everything 
fro m 
flattest p ra irie 
to 
the 
ste ep est hill land and the va­ 
riety of agriculture that goes 
with it. Many creek s w ater the 
a r e a besides the sto ried Salt 
riv e r and the even m ore fam ous 
M ississip pi, which fo rm s o n e o f 
its boundaries. 
A big federal lock and dam 


a re at Huverion; also a large 


camp producing maplu syrup in 
the old-fashioned 
way. 
Tin* 
w orld's largest cement plant Is 
at Ilasco, whore the finished 
product from limestone bluffs 
is shipped out on the riv e r. 
Much of the cement used In 
the Panama canal cam e from 
Ilasco. 


MARK TWAIN RELICS 
1 he 
Mark Twain Research 
foundation has offices in Perry 
whore many personal belong­ 
ings of the C lem ens family will 
be shown on request. A collec­ 
tion of Mark Twain first editions 
is on display in the P e rry State 
bank and files of the foundation 
a r e open to those engaged hi 
serious re s e a rc h . P e rry is near 
the Mark Twain State park and 
the town of F lorida, where the 
great author was born. 
Responding to the interest of 
visitors and home pride as well, 
the Ralls County court,co -op er­ 
ating with civic groups, recently 
published a leaflet on the coun­ 
ty's "h isto ric past and p ro sp er­ 
ous p rese n t.” It outlines some 
of the county's 
interesting 
places and scenes. 
For 
instance, china of the 
type populai in grand m o ther's 
day, is haudpainted and fired to 
o rd e r hi C en teran d P e rry .C e n ­ 
te r was so named because it was 
the cen ter of the original coun­ 
ty. Linens in tapestry o r any 
pattern a re hand-loomed in New 
London. Fine show and parade 
harness also Is made by hand in 
the sam e town. Added to this 
diversity of products and a solid 
agricultural economy, the coun­ 
ty 
also produces tarpaulins, 
bags, 
dairy 
supplies, potato 
chips and fish bait, besides its 
great output of cem ent. 
There a r e several historic 
buildings 
including 
old 
Van 
R ensselaer academ y, and the 
Brush C reek, St. Paul and St. 
Joseph's Catholic 
churches, 
noted for their aging charm . 
Spalding Springs, first found 
by the Sj>anish and developed 
later by the French who shipped 
salt to St. Louis, reinu ins as one 
of the p leasu re spots of the 
county today. 
Indian pictures 
may he seen on the Salt riv er 
bluffs at Cincinnati, a historic 
point in the county. The county 
is 
p rim a rily an ag ricultural 
area a s it has been since the 
first English se ttle rs started 
growing cro p s a s e a r ly a s l8 0 0 . 
T here a r e many scenic views 
along good highways, in addi­ 
tion to the h istoric and a ttra c ­ 
tive courthouse.

The Department of Education 
is sjiecifically provided for in 
the state constitution. 
No de­ 
p artm ental head is provided for 
in 
the 
constitution, but 
the* 
organizational structure of the

of 
Public 
Schools, 
which is made a p art of the 
d epartm ent, is set out in con­ 
siderable detail. 
Other units 
of the state government have 
been assigned to the Depart­ 
ment of Education by statute 
o r by executive o rd er (Chap. 
160, RSMo 1959). 
During the decade 1955-1965 
changes in the organization of 
two agencies were made. The 
State Soil D istricts C om m ission 
was reorganized and renam ed 
the State Soil and W ater Dis­ 


tric ts C om m ission. 
The State 
L ib ra ry Advisory Board 
was 
replaced by the State L ibrary 
C om m ission. 
Recognizing the e v e r-in c re a s­ 
ing im portance of higher educa­ 
tion to the State of Missouri 
and its citizens, the 
General 
A ssem bly In 1963, following the 
recom m endation 
of 
the 1955 
State 
R eorganization 
Com­ 
mission, 
created 
the Com­ 
m ission on Higher Education. 
The 
C om m ission consists of 
ten m em bers appointed by the 
Governor 
and 
an Advisory 
Council to the Com m ission ap­ 


pointed by the Commission. 
The chief functions of the Com­ 
mission include* 
1. Designing a coordinated plan

The cool June morning predicts a pleasant day. 
Inside the small classroom the children go through 
the non-academic calisthenics shared hy children 
everywhere — excited Spring laughter, the hum of 
conversation, the irrepressible shuflle of small feet. 
This schoolroom could he in any American com ­ 
munity. It isn’t. It’s located on the outskirts of 
Tnugu in the sprawling West African country of 
Nigeria. The teacher these children await is a Peace 
Corps Volunteer, one of several thousand now 
teaching in 46 countries around the world. 
Since the early days of the Peace Corps, over 
half the Volunteers overseas have been engaged 
in some type of teaching. Working in universities, 
teacher training colleges, junior and senior highs 
and elementary schools, they are helping ease a 
, ‘eacher shortage that will exist until they them- 
selves have trained enough of their hosts to staff 
the classrooms. 


Are they succeeding? A beginning can he seen 
in the thousands they have already trained. Another 
measure of their success is the fact that every 
country where they work has doubled or tripled 
its original request for educational aid. 
Most Volunteer teachers find their work ex­ 
tremely gratifying. 
I hey report that new — and 
not so new — nations are striving mightily to keep 
pace with rapid changes in technology and that 
many of the young people of these nations thirst 
for the knowledge which will enable them to play 
productive roles in their society. 
I he Volunteers represent every hue in the A m er­ 
ican rainbow. In a new university in Nigeria, a 
m arried couple, both in their seventies, both long 
retired, teach side by side: several thousand miles 
away, a 22-year-old girl 
- a recent college grad u ­ 
ate 
leads a group of Colombian school children 
through a complicated chemistry exercise. 
Some Peace Corps teachers have had prior ex­ 
perience. hut most are liberal arts graduates who 
learned the basics of their new profession during 
intensive Peace Corps training sessions. The com ­ 
mon denom inator that links them is teaching itself 
- the challenges, complexities and rewards. 
One Volunteer wrote: “The nations have en­ 
trusted to us their most precious raw material. 
Their future 
the future of the free w o rld __ 
begins in these classrooms today, because we are 
teaching the leaders of tom orrow.”

Peking s reactions have been equally cautious. 
Neither Red China nor Soviet Russia can afford economic­

THE RED CHINESE TODAY can't be certain of the safe 
haven arrangement they had during the Korean war of the

Then they had r e c e i v e d assurances that China 
wouldn’t be bombed Peking has received no such assurances 
m this war In fact, hints have been dropped to Mao that in 
ease his Chinese do enter the Viet Nam war with Korea-type 
volunteers, 
he can expect bombing raids on mainland 
China's industrial and military installations. 
The Russians can't risk getting bogged down in Viet Nam.

Neither can they risk now an 
open confrontation with the I 
S militarily in view of de- 
tense and economic weaknesses at home. 
Nevertheless, reports reaching government analysts here 
indicate the Communists will step up the war in South Viet 
Nam.

Is Awarded a Scholarship 


Yesterday in 
Missouri's 
Assembly 


JEFFERSON CITY yAP) — 
The House made little headway 
yesterday as it opened first 
round debate on a bill to abolish 
the death penalty In Missouri. 
But the House didadda couple 
of amendments, one corrective 
and one to preserve the death 
penalty only for persons who 
kill law enforcement officers or 
guards in a prison or jail. 
Other amendments were pend­ 
ing as the House broke for 
lunch. It appeared the debate 
would consume most of today 
and perhaps even longer. 
As the debate went on the 
Missouri Supreme Court denied 
a stay of execution for Lloyd Leo 
Anderson, convicted of killing a 
S t. Louis drugstore delivery boy 
and scheduled to die In the gas 
chamber Just after Thursday 
midnight. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnesgave 
Anderson one five-week stay to 
see what the legislature’s atti­ 
tude might be on the abolition 
of the death penalty. 
'Hie imminence of Anderson’s 
death troubled some members 
of the House during the debate 
but it was not mentioned by 
anyone. Still members could see 
that radio station KMOC, St. 
Louis was broadcasting the ar­ 
guments. 
The closest 
reference 
was 
when Rep. Monty Harlow, K- 
Greene County, moved that the 
debate be delayed until next 
Wednesday, k was defeated 31- 
118. 
The situation apparently re­ 
solved to a point that only action 
by the governor could further 
delay Anderson’s execution. 
"Hie Senate passed once again 
a bill to set up a legislativefis. 
cal officer to act as a watchdog 
on state spending. Similar biHs 
have been vetoed three times by 
former governors. 
The bill now goes back to the 
House for acceptance of Senate 
changes, including one to end 
the experimental fiscal check 
Jan. 1, 1970. 
The vote on passage was 28-2 
with Sens. Michael Kinney, D^St. 
Louis and Omer H. Avery, D- 
Troy, the only dissenters. 
Under the plan a permanent 
committee on fiscal 
affairs 
would be set up with seven 
members of the Appropriation 
Committee of each house plus 
the president pro tern of tin 
Senate and House speaker. 
They would hire a fiscal di. 
rector and a staff to work be­ 
tween legislative sessions. 
Sen. Albert M. Spradling, D. 
Cape Girardeau, sponsoring the 
bill, called it a step in the direc­ 
tion of fiscal responsibility anc 
a long needed legislative tool. 
The Senate got one new bill 
that would keep arrests records 
secret until a defendant was 
convicted. Violation would tie a 
misdemeanor. 
It was offered by Sen. Ear 
R, Blackwell, D-Hlllsboro, a 
lawyer and a member of 
the 
State Bar board of governors. 
A new insurance bill would 
grant a witness immunity from 
prosecution in testifying before 
the state insurance superinten­ 
dent or his staff. 
Others would provide penal­ 
ties for insurance companies 
which continue to receive prem­ 
iums while insolvent and one to 
give the superintendent power to 
audit and financial report from 
a failing company. 
Another would require the 
state to withhold St. Louis and 
Kansas City earnings tax from 
state employes in those a reas. 
The Senate decided to shut off 
introduction of bills Monday 
March 8.

The last 15 years have given us a wonderful 
example of how competition works between 
giant industries. 
During World War 11 -- as during all big wars 
-- competition was more or less taking a holi­ 
day because of the great demand for almost 
everything. 
Riding high, in a seemingly invulnerable posi­ 
tion, was the coal industry which could sell 
every ton produced (even coal that was not 
much good) at an average of S4.lt' at the mine, 
almost double pre - war prices. 
Coal users, particularly the steam railroads, 


and the home owner, were unhappy but helpless 
-- for the time. 
But by 1945 competition was back in high gear. 
In the railroad field, the nowly developed Diesel 
locomotives offered an escape from steam 
locomotives that burned almost 100 tons of coal 
every 24 hour day. Between 1945 and 1900 the 
use of coal by railroads almost vanished. 
Belief also came to home owners through 
the newly - built oil and gas pipelines, made 
profitable by the high price of coal. The war 
had brought them a choice of coal, gas, and 
oil. During the 15 years mentioned above, the 
use of coal in home heating dropped about 75 „ 
Even the generating plants of the electric 
utilities (coal’s best market) were equipped 
to change over to gas or oil, thus posing an­ 
other competitive threat to coaL 
Then came the next step in this competitive 
battle: the coal industry -- with the coopera­ 
tion of John L. Lewis, president of the m iners’ 
inion — revolutionized its production through 
mproved automatic tools. This meant higher 
Investment and fewer but better jobs. 
Since 1947 coal production per worker has in­ 
creased from 6 1/2 tons a day to about 16 
jpns. During this time the number of miners 
jropped 
from about 420,000 to about 120,000. 
Toduction costs kept falling, and basic wages 
•ose 72'/. Miners no longer dig coal; they run 
Machines. 
tCoal was “ back in business” except for one 
thing: most of the savings in production costs 
vere being eaten up in higher freight charges. 
But the railroads, too, had competition. The 
liver barges were hungry for business and 
^ere able to take over about 27% of the rail 
pnnage, 
dlowever, the step that really sent a tremor 
trough the railroads was the successful de­ 
velopment of a pipe line that would transport a 
Mixture of coal and water all ready to be sprayed 
into the fire box of the generating plant, and 
fave $1.00 per ton. 
[This put the next step squarely up to the rail­ 
roads, which responded with the fast-delivery 
UnB Train which, through sheer efficiency, re ­ 
duced freight rates a whopping 30%. 
fSo there the matter stands in 1965: Out of the 
titanic struggle between coal, gas, oil, barges, 
iailroads and pipe lines, came the world’s finest 
Jnd lowest cost fuel system. 
jThey are all making money, but as always, in 
J 


ee competitive situations, the big winner is the 
iblic.

BUSINESS OFFERED CIVIL RIGHTS ACT 
ADJUSTMENT HELP 
A nation - wide program of education to help 
businessmen adjust to the “ new era in industrial 
relations” brought about by enactment of the 
Civil Rights Act has been announced by the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers. 
“ Because Title VII of the new law' places the 
federal government in the position of final 
arbiter of personnel practices, there is need of 
genuine appreciation of its implications at policy 
levels of management,” W. P. Gullander, NAM 
President, said. 


A series of seminars, to be held in principal 
cities, will be designed by the NAM to clarify 
the new provisions pertaining to hiring, firing, 
and promotion policies in industry. 
SIGNIFICANT BEARING 
“ No piece of legislation since the Wagner Act 
of three decades ago will have a more significant 
bearing on industrial relations procedures than 
Title VII of the new act,” Mr. Gullander said. 
“ Much depends on how companies undertake 
to cope with the far - reaching ramifications 
of this law. The ability of American industry to 
adjust swiftly but wisely to new conditions will 
have an important effect on our nation’s rate of 
progress.” 


Mr. Gullander said that the sem inars will em ­ 
phasize the positive techniques which manage­ 
ment can use to adjust its procedures to the new 
law. He said the program will assist industry 
in understanding Title VII before its provisions 
become mandatory. 
“ It is fully apparent that our nation is entering 
a new era of industrial relations,” Mr. Gullander 
added. “ Our seminars will provide businessmen 
with practical suggestions as to how they can 
meet the variety of new situations that inevitably 
will develop when the law becomes effective.” 


In pointing up the need for a constitutional 
amendment to remedy the problem, rather 
than congressional legislation, the Commis­ 
sion notes that if “ the problem is left solely 
to legislative solution, the political probabilities 
are that it will be solved; it is like an operation 
that always can be postponed.”

It is one of the ironies of 
the civil rights struggle that the 
Ku Klux Klan and Black Mus­ 
lim s ape one another at oppo­ 
site ends of the spectrum . 
Both seek to segregate the 
white and black races. 
Both 
quote sc rip tu res to justify th eir 
hate doctrines. Both use goon 
squads to carry out acts of te r ­ 
ro r and violence. 
Only elite Klansmen and Mus­ 
lim s, sworn to secrecy, a re a d - 
mitted 
to 
the 
strong • a rm 
squads. 
In both 
cases, they 
hold separate meetings under 
tight m ilitary security.

groups go by such names as

Both Klan and Muslim te r­ 
ro ris ts a re disciplined to kill.

Klansmen have also been im­ 
plicated in a num ber of civil 
rights m u rd e rs. Not long ago, 
a te r r o r squad in Southern Mis­

was summoned to a 
se c re t meeting by a m essage, 
containing only the picture of 
a hooded rid er upon a horse and 
a notation of the tim e and place.

a hooded leader announced con- 
sp iratorially that the Klan was 
sponsoring an ex-convict a t$ l ,-

Perhaps this is the sam e $2,- 
000 plot on D r. King's life that 
the FBI had learned alxiut e a rli­ 
e r . 
Both Klansmen and Muslims 
have 
a penchant for special 
robes and ritu als. L eaders of 
both organizations make a big 
profit selling robes to the mem­ 
bership. 
Typical of the mumbo-jum- 
bo is this exchange outside a 
Klan meeting: 
Guard: " A y a k ." (Are you a 
Klansman?) 
Klaus man: “ A kia." (A Klans- 
man am 1.) 
Guard: “ A og." (America on 
guard.) 
Sim ilarly, a Muslim meeting 
might open like this: 
M inister: 
“ As - salaam • 
alaik u m ." (Peace be unto you.) 
Congregation: "W a-alaikum- 
s a la a m ." (And unto you peace 
also.)

Debs. 
The 
house 
in 
T e rre 
Haute, 
Lid., 
is being turned 
into a Socialist Shrine. 
E ditorials under his signa­ 
ture in the T e a m ste r's union 
magazine 
constantly 
bristle 
with class slogans. 
As he w hirls leftward, he has 
lbecom e the positive darling o f 
such hyper militant politicalized 
unions as H arry Bridges West 
Coast longshoremen. They call 
him 
their m a rty r. They run 
reg ular civil lib erties rallies in 
his defense. 
He is in regular communica­ 
tion witli these unionists and 
there 
is 
p ersisten t 
talk of 
launching a new labor federa­ 
tion of m ore than two million 
w orkers to challenge the AFL- 
CIO. 
Let no one think this could 
not happen shortly. Hoffa con­ 
stantly is testing the strength 
jf the older federation with a 
se rie s of 
raids on AFL-CIO 
jurisdiction. 
C h aracteristic 
of his neo­ 
militancy is an editorial in the

“ Teamster.** Despite rep o rts

work-week amounting to 
32 hours of to ll." 
To show how far Mr. Hoffa 
has moved from his conserva­ 
tive position, one o b serv er re­ 
calls that in June, 1963, the

scribed the 13-week vacation 
plan in the steel Industry as 
"stupid.** 


This was a week a fter the 
United Steelw orkers and 
t h e 
m ajor steel corporations had 
ag reed to 
13 
weeks of paid 
vacation every five y e a rs for 
em ployes with the longest s e rv ­ 
ice rec o rd s. 
"T hey 
talk about 
creating 
20,000 to 25,000 jobs m the 
steel industry because of the 
long vacations," Hoffa sn ee red 
at that time. “ Want t > k n o w 
what those guys will do on a 
13-week vacation? T hey'll take 
part-tim e jobs. They'll c re a te 
m ore unem ploym ent." 
Today, 
Mr. 
Hoffa s e rio u s­ 
ly contem plates a fight for the 
four-day work-week for the 1,- 
i’50,000 te a m ste rs. If he won 
such contracts for even half 
that number on over-tlie-road 
runs and intra-city carting, he 
would affect the en tire economy 
of the nation.

O bserv­ 
e r s Interpret Mr. Iloffa'sw ords 
a s far m ore than rousing rh e to r­ 
ic. 
They see it stirring rank and 
file demands for an ever sh o rt­ 
ening work-week and w ork-year. 
T hese o b se rv e rs also s e e th e 
failure of lalxir leaders to de­ 
liver such sh o rte r work weeks 
resulting in st rlke action a c ro s s 
the land. Thousands of jiacts, 
covering mi lions of w o rkers 
expire this y ear.

d’he last 15 years have given us a wonderful 
exam ple of 
how com petition works between 
giant industries. 
During World War ll - - as during all big w ars 
- - com petition was m ore o r less taking a holi­ 
day because of the great dem and for alm ost 
everything. 
Killing high, in a seem ingly invulnerable jx'tsi- 
tion, was the coal industry which could sell 
every ton produced (even coal that was not 
much good) at an average of $4.16 at the mine, 
alm ost double pre - war p ric e s. 
Goal u se rs, particularly the steam railro ad s, 


and the home owner, w ere unhappy but helpless 
- - for the tim e. 
But by 1945 competition was back in high gear. 
In the railro ad field, the new ly developed Diesel 
locom otives 
offered an 
escape 
from steam 
locom otives that burned alm ost I OO tons of coal 
every 24 hour day. Between 1945 and 1960 the 
use 
of coal by railro ad s alm ost vanished 
Relief also cam e to home ow ners through 
the newly - built oil and gas pipelines, made 
profitable bv the high p rice of coal. The w ar 
had brought them a choice of coal, gas, and 
oil. D uring the 15 years mentioned above, the 
use of coal in home heating dropped about 75 . 
Keen 
the 
generating plants of the electric 
utilities 
(coal’s best m arket) w ere equipped 
to change over to gas o r oil, thus posing an­ 
other com petitive threat to coal. 
Then cam e the next step in this com petitive 
battle: the coal industry - - with the coopera­ 
tion of John L. Lewis, president of the m in e rs’ 
onion - - revolutionized its production through 
im proved autom atic tools. This meant higher 
Investm ent and fewer but better jobs. 
i Since 1947 coal production p er w orker has in­ 
crea sed from 6 1/2 tons a day to about 16 
Ions. During this time the num ber of m iners 
cropped 
from about 420,000 to about 120,000. 
production costs kept falling, and basic wages 
frost* 72 . M iners no longer dig coal; they run 
m achines. 
; Coal was “ back in business** except for one 
thing: m ost of the savings in production costs 
Were being eaten up in higher freight charges. 
I But the railro ad s, too, had com petition. The 
liv e r b arg es w ere hungry for business and 
were able to take over about 27 
of the rail 
tonnage. 
(However, the step that really sent a trem o r 
through the railro ad s was the successful de­ 
velopment of a pipe line that would tran sp o rt a 
liix tu re of coal and water all ready to be sprayed 
yito the fire box of the generating plant, and 
lave $1.00 per ton. 
fThis put the next step squarely up to the r a il­ 
roads, which responded with the fast-delivery 
yiiit T rain which, through sh eer efficiency, re - 
(Juced freight ra te s a whopping 30 ,. 
:$o th e re the m atter stands in 1965: Out of the 
tetanic struggle between coal, gas, oil, barges, 
Railroads and pipe lines, cam e the w orld’s finest 
iud lowest cost fuel system . 
j T h e y a re all making money, but as always, in 
free com petitive situations, the big winner is the 
lJublic.

“ What would be the fate of governm ent in the 
United States in 1960’s ,” asks the Virginia 
C om m ission on Constitutional Governm ent, ii 
presidential illness resulted in disability but 
nbt in death? 
“ Would a devoted F irs t Lady, o r an uncer­ 
tain V ice-P resid e n t, attem pt to c a rry out the 
role of Chief Executive, or would government 
stagger along ‘as best it could’ until the P r e s ­ 
ident regained his health, or was succeeded 
u|)on his death by the V ic e -P re sid e n t.” ?

“ B ecause T itle VII of the new law places the 
fe d e ra l 
governm ent 
in 
the position of final 
a rb ite r of personnel p ra c tic e s, th ere is need of 
genuine appreciation of its im plications at policy 
le v els of m anagem ent,’* W. P. G ullander, NAM 
P re sid e n t, said. 


A s e r ie s of sem in ars, to be held in principal 
c itie s , will be designed by the NAM to clarify 
the new pro v isio n s pertaining to hiring, firing, 
and prom otion policies in industry. 
SIGNIFICANT BEARING 
“ No piece of legislation since the W agner Act 
of th re e d ecades ago will have a m ore significant 
b earin g on industrial rela tio n s p ro ced u res than 
T itle VII of the new a c t,” M r. G ullander said. 
“ Much depends on how com panies undertake 
to cope with the far - reach in g ram ifications 
of this law. The ability of A m erican industry to 
adjust swiftly but wisely to new conditions will 
have an im portant effect on our nation’s ra te of 
p r o g r e s s .” 


M r. G ullander said that the se m in a rs will e m ­ 
p hasize the positive techniques which m anage­ 
ment can use to adjust its p ro c e d u re s to the new' 
law. He said the p ro g ram will a s s is t industry 
in understanding Title VII before its provisions 
becom e m andatory. 
“ It is fully apparent that our nation is entering 
a new e ra of industrial re la tio n s ,” M r. G ullander 
added. “ O ur se m in a rs will provide businessm en 
with p ra c tic a l suggestions a s to how they can 
m eet the variety of new situations that inevitably 
will develop when the law becom es effectiv e.”
